The East Orange City Council and 
the Montclair Town Council on Mon¬ 
day night adopted a resolution authoriz¬ 
ing action being taken towards ascer¬ 
taining the attitude of the State Board 
of Health in regard to the locating af 
the Montclair-East Orange Imhoff 
sewage disposal plant iri this town and 
Belleville. 

Councilman Frank B. Colton wanted 
to know at the Edit Orange meeting 
if it was true that Orange had passed 
the resolution, having been informed, 
he said, that there was' some difference 
ci opinion in the Common Council of 
t$at city when the matter came to a 
rote. . . j 

‘‘Those who are willing blindly and 
without further thought to enter into 
the Passaic Valley trunk sewer scheme,” 
replied Councilman Edward S. Pierson, 
"are naturally opposed to the adoption 
of this resolution. The Orange coun- 
tihnen who disapproved last Monday 
night have been opposed to the separate 
disposal scheme from the start. The 
majority of the council however, are in 
favor of this * action.” 

The phraseology of the resolution 
raised the question in the mind of Mr. 
Colton whether it did not, after all, in 
spite of Mr. Pierson’s assurances to 
the contrary, commit the city to the 
joint disposal scheme by reason of the 
fact that the resolution contained the 
word "approve.” 

Mr. Pierson explained that the resolu¬ 
tion was framed by lawyers who have 
made a special study of the sewer law, 
and that it in no way committed the 
council. In the event of the State 
Board of Health disapproving of the 
plans of the engineers, he said, the mat¬ 
ter would be done with. In the event, 
on the other hand, that the State Board 
of Health approved, it would then still 
be the duty of the City Council to de¬ 
termine what it would do and when it 
would do it 

Mr. Colton at length consented to vote 
for the resolution with the distinct un¬ 
derstanding that his vote would not com- 1 
mit the council to any further act Mr. 
Pierson said he hoped he spoke for the 
whole coun^l in saying that every mem¬ 
ber was in the same frame of mind as 
Mt. Colton. He said the form of the 
resolution was adopted as being the 
only one that would comply with the 
State law and make official beyond doubt 
the submission of the plan to the State 
body. _ f _
